It recommends that in future 
treaties the British Ministers shall 
sign for Great Britain only instead 
of for the empire, with each do- 
minion signing for itself, Canada 
signing immediately after Great 
Britain. P 

It. recognizes that in foreign re- 
lations neither Great Britain or the 
dominions could be committed to 
acceptance of active obligations 
without the definite assent of their 
own governments.

Demeanor Austere and Distant. 

While regarded by his friends as 
possessing an engaging personality, 
and held by them in the highest 
esteem, the general demeanor of 
Justice McKenna was austere, se- 
vere and distant. Even while oc- 
cupying the political office of Rep 
resentative in Congress he main- 
tained an atmosphere of reserve 
and restraint, and when he ascend- 
ed the bench his judicial robes 
magnified the impression of ex- 
clusiveness which his natural char- 
acteristics of reticence and retire- 
ment had created. 

On the Supreme Court bench he 
was temperamental at times during 
the argument of counsel, showing 


him upon the 


| what some lawyers considered. im- 


patience and harshness in pro- 
pounding inquiries and in com- 
menting upon cases under con- 


sideration, but attorneys practicing 
before the Court soon learned that 
these mannerisms were not a true 
index to the man himself. When 
brought into unofficial contact 
with him off the bench, they found 
under the veneer a most kind!y 
consideration, joined with that de- 
gree of courteous and painstakinz 
conventionality commonly associat- 
ed with the o*f school of colonial 
aristocrats. He at all times un- 
stintingly devoted himself to the 
business before the Court, and fre- 
quently ignored his own personal 
convenience to give patient atten- 
tion to those who sought him. 

Had Colleagues’ Confidence. 

His colleagues imposed the ut- 
most confidence in his ability as 
a justice. He was frequently se- 
lected to prepare the opinion of 
the court in important cases, 
among them being the United 
Shoe Machinery Litigation under 
the Sherman law; various cases re- 
lating to the inheritance tax, and 
those designated as “freedom of 
speech” controversies arising from 
war legislation. His independent 
reasoning frequently was shown by 
dissenting opinions. 


Born in Philadelphia, Aug. 19, 
1843, of Irish parentage, Josenh 
McKenna was but 12 years old 


when his family crossed the con- 


tinent and made Benicia, Calif.. 
their home. There he attended 
public school and was graduated 


in law from the Benfclia Collegiate 
Institute. He was elected district 
attorney of Solano county in 1865. 
After two years in the lower 
house of the California legislature, 
he served in the Forty-ninth and 
three succeeding congresses.

BOGUS CITY BONDS 
NN $600,000 PLOT 


Officers of St. Louis Litho- 
. graphing Concern Deny 
Guilty Knowledge of 


Denver Conspiracy. 


When the Heinicke-Fiegel Lith- 
ographing Co., 115 Pine street, in 
businesss ince 1889, received an or- 
der last summer for the printire 
of 600 Denver (Colo.) waterwork: 
bonds, with a face value of ¢‘'0 
each, the officers of the company 
hac no idea they were being duped 
by a man who was later to forge 
signatures and seals to the bones 
and sell $240.000 of them to brok- 
erage firms before being detected. 

"Realization that they had been 
made innocent parties to a collusal 
counterfeiting plot came yesterday 
when two St. Louis detectives 
raided the Pine street plant, con- 
fiscating six lithographic stones 
and three zinc pices. used to print 
the bonds, and the correspondence 
which had passed between the 
company and the counterfeiter. 

Charles C. Land, 71-year-old 
president of the firm, and Edwin 
M. Heinicke, 34-year-old chiert 
clerk, accompanied the detectives 
to headquarters and there told 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser just how 
a $319.50 order had involved them 
in a $600,000 conspiracy. 

Learn How They Were Duped. 

They learned that “A. C. Alt & 
Co.,” with which they have done 
business, was not known in Den- 
ver, but was merely another alias 
for Earl A. Pivan,.28, the counter- 
feiter, an advertising man in tke 
mornings who disguised himself 
with gray wig and mustache for 
the afternoons to become “C. A. 
Coe” of the brokerage firm of C. 
A. Coe & Co. 

Arrested in Denver Friday, Pivan 
made a confession, which led to 
the seizure of the printing equip- 
ment and correspondence here. 
Pivon promised to produce the 
$240,000 derived from his counter- 
feiting. Of the unsold certificates, 
$207,000 worth were recovered Dy 
police, and Pivan said he _ hai 
purned the rest. 

Last May there arrived at the 
Heinicke-Fiegel plant a letter signed 
by “A. C. Alt” inquiring as to the 
cost of printing 600 bonds each to 
bear 45 interest coupons. The let- 
terhead read: “A. C. Alt & Co., 
Printers, Stationers and Engravers, 
Box 2634, Denver, Colo.” 

The Heinicke-Fiegel then wrote 
to Alt, asking him to send a sam- 
ple bond. Alt replied, inclosing a@ 
genuine Denver waterworks bond, 
asking that exact copies be made, 
except for the hand-written signa- 
tures and seals of city and county 
officers. The writer specified that 
the bonds must be printed on Dres- 
den Parchment or Old Hampshire 
Bond paper, 24-pound weight, and 
must be “strictly first-class quality 
equal to the bond inclosed.” 

Company “Not Yet Rated.” 

“We are just organizing and are 
not yet rated,” he continued, “but 
we can arrange to pay part when 
order is placed and part when com- 
pleted.” 

To this the Heinicke-Fiegel com- 
pany answered that 600 coples 
would be printed for $319.50—half 
to be paid in advance, a quarter 
when proofs were furnished and 
the other quarter when the bonds 
were delivered. 

This was acceptable, and the 
order was entered as of July 19.

complained to District Attornry 
Peyton Gordon that mysterious «f- 
forts had been made to ascertain 
their financial standing, their r-- 
ligious, family and lodge connec- 
tions, and to gather other personal 
data about them. 

Gordon at once sent for Owen 
Roberts and former Senator At- 
lee Pomerene, special Government 
prosecutors, told them of the cir- 
cumstances, and announced af‘er a 
conference that a thorough investl.- 
ration of the Inquiries would be 
made. 

“If we find any evidence that 
any of the talesmen have been 
approached in a manner prohibited 
by law, and with a view of ob- 
structing justice, those making the 
approach will be prosecuted,” he 
sald. 

Pomerene emphatically an- 
nounced that the Inquiries had not 
come from the Government's side. 
He said nobody had been instruct- 
ed to make any inquiries about 
prospective jurors. He exhibited 
considerable indignation over the 
circumstances reported by the 
talesmen, and said they looked 
very much Iike an effort to tamper 
with the jury. 

Asked About Kua Kliux Klan. 

Arthur H. Mitchell, who has sev- 
eral times served as foreman of 
juries selected from his panel, was 
the first to make complaint to 
Gordon. He said his wife received 
a telephone call Monday afternoon 
from a man who said he was com- 
piling a social register. 

He asked her husband's politica, 
to what church he belonged, with 
what fraternal organization he was 
affiliated, whether he was a mem- 
ber of the Ku Klux Klan, and 
where his parents had lived. She 
answered the questions, and told 
her husband about it later. 

Mitchell, upon learning that the 
man had not given his name or 
given any name or address for the 
company which he said he repre- 
sented, suspected that the inquiries 
were connected with his presence 
on the jury panel, and went to 
Gorddén’s office. Further investi- 
gation failed to reveal any infor- 
mation about the compliation of a 
social register. 

Call Up Another Man's Mother. 

The day after the telephone call 
on Mrs. Mitchell, a man telephoned 
Mrs. Bessie Scher, mother of Sol 
Scher, another member of the 
panel. Mrs. Scher speaks little 
English, and after asking her sev- 
eral questions which she failed to 
comprehend, the man said: 

“This ia the court. Your son is 
#ummoned as a juror, and I want 
you to tell me the truth about 
him.” He then asked her how 
much money her son had in tho 
bank, whether he owned any rea! 
estate, and whether his business 
had been profitable. Frightened, 
Mrs. Scher answered as best she 
could.

One of the World's Famous 
Gems, the “Grand Conde,” 
Has Been Stolen by Burglars 
From the Treasure Tower of

HIS beautiful Chantilly is very, very 
old. It is of Roman origin. At the 
edge of a large forest? 30 miles north 
of Paris, the Romans established a fortified 
post on an isolated rock standing in the mid- 
die of a marshy valley. This fortress was 
commanded by one Cantillius, from whom 
the place gets its name. Later the swamps 
were drained, and their waters, mingled 
with those of a small river, the Nonette, 
surround the present Chateau. 

In the fourteenth century the chateau be- 
longed to the Boutellier family. It was de- 
stroyed by fire during the peasants’ revolt. 
At the end of the fourteenth century a 
Chancellor of the King, Pierre d’Orgemont, 
bought Chantilly and rebuilt the chateau. 
At that time it was an important fortress 
defénded by three moats, three draw- 
bridges and three walls. The Hundred 
Years’ War was at its height, and English, 
French and Burgundians were fighting in 
the provinces around Paris. The fortress 
successfully defended itself. 

At the close of the fifteenth century the 
only d’Orgemont heir was a daughter. She 
married the Baron de Montmorency, and in 
that way Chantilly passed into the posses- 
sion of his house. Their grandson was High 
Constable of France. At Chantilly he built 
a large farm house, bred stock on extensive 
pastures, and in his idle hours played ten- 
nis. He entertained freely; among his 
guests were Francois I and Henry II. 

On the High Constable's death, Chantilly 
became the property of his son, a Field 
Marshal. This son was captured in battle 
and was beheaded at Toulouse in 1632. He 
died childless and the estate fell to his sis- 
ter. who had married the Prince de Conde

HEIR son was that famous war- 
rior. the Grand Conde, the first 
of his line to come into posses- 
sion of the Rose Diamond. He was 
but 22 vears old when he won a famous 
victory from the Spaniards.

Then in 1792 and 1793 most of the furni- 
ture, pictures and works of art were re- 
moved to Paris by order of the Government.

He brought back 
a few things which the State was willing to 
restore to him. He had work done on the 
gardens. This last Conde died in 1830. As 
he had no children, Chantilly passed to his 
hephew, Prince Henri d’Orleans, Duc d'Au- 
male. 

But the time had not arrived when Chan- 
tilly was to flourish again. After the Rev- 
Olution of 1848 the Duc d’Aumale was 
banished and his estate of Chantilly confis- 
cated. An English banking firm bought 
the property for 11,000,000 francs, and it 
was only given back to the Duke after a 
decree rendered by the National Assembly. 
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i The Grand Conde. 


The Duc d’Aumaie now set about to build 
a Chateau on the site of the old one. The 
Castie erected was an admirable piece of 
work. Here the Duke gathered together 
great works of art and sculpture, fine books 
and rare bindings, jewels and lovely things 
of precious metals. When he died he left 
it to the Institut de France as a gift to the 
French people. The center of this collec- 
tion was the Rose Diamond. 

Just what the Rose Diamond is worth is 
not known. One estimate, made before the 
war, was 10,000,000 francs, or $2,000,000. 
But its actual value on the market is en- 
hanced by its historic associations. To the 
commercial dealer in diamonds, however, 
its value is based purely on its weight and 
quality. The diamond is a large, pear- 
shaped stone of rose color. It is in the form 
of a drop, and is about a half-inch in width 
and an inch and one-quarter in length. It 
is set in the form of a tlepin and is sur- 
rounded by pearls. 


HE Treasure Tower, where the Rose 
Diamond and the other stolen valua- 
bles were kept, juts out into the water. 
It is joined to a turning bridge, which is 
closed at night. One morning, a few weeks 
ago, at about seven o'clock, an attendant 
entered the gem room and discovered that 
several jewel cases had been broken open 
and that a pane of glass had been taken 
from one of the windows. He immediately 
gave the alarm, then began to check the 
valuables to see what had been stolen. To 
his consternation he found that among 
those things that were missing was the his- 
toric Rose Diamond. 

In a short time arrived from Parise M. 
Chiappe, Director of the Suwurete General, 
who was accompanied by a detachment of 
inspectors. Among the conservators of the 
museum are Pau! Bourget and Marshal Pe- 
tain. They, along with other conservators, 
hastened to the scene

Inquiry 
among employes at the railroad station yield- 
ed no information. But an abandoned auto- 
mobile was found on the Jdéuy-en-Josas 
road. The back and spare tires had been 
removed, so had the magneto and the lamps. 
It was proved that this car, which belonged 
to a manufacturer, had been stolen in the 
Rue d’Enghien on the night of the robbery 

The distance separating Paris from Chan- 
tilly and Chantilly trom Jouy-en-Josas cor- 
responds very nearly to the normal con- 
sumption of gasoline which was in the tank 
at the time the car was stolen. The police, 
however, are not certain that it was in this 
car the gang who pillaged the Treasure Tow- 
er made their way to Chantilly. 


Tsu possible use by the thieves of an 
automobile, the use of a tree with its 
branches trimmed, have given rise to 
the theory that perhaps the culprits were 
Americans. For the automobile employed as 
a means of aiding criminals in their work is 
a purely American innovation, while the aid 
of a tree, its branches so shorn that only 
the stubs of them are left, giving a foot- 
hold when the tree is used as a ladder, is 
likewise an American trick In the West- 
ern United States, trees so cut are often 
used for ladders, in America they are calle:! 
Indian ladders. 

On the gem cases broken into by the 
thieves several finger prints were left. They 
were very good. The inepectorsa contend 
that if the right men are discovered these 
prints will make it easy for the culprits to 
be identified. 

Theories as to who the robbers may be 
are, of course, flying thick and fast. One 
belief is that the valuables were taken by 
“gentlemen burglars.”” But the investigat- 
ors doubt that; they think the burglary was 
committed by thieves who, however, are not 
without experience. 
have escaped over one of the frontiers: oth- 
ers that they took the boat-train to Calais 
and are now in London. 

But the Scotland Yard opinion is against 
the theory that the Rose Diamond will be 
brought to London. They believe the dia- 
mond will remain on the Continent. It would 
be easier, it is suggested, for the thieves 
to smuggle the diamond into one of the 
countries adjoining France than to bring it 
across the channel.

A Single Grain of Wheat and Its Romantic Story 


TORONTO, Canada. 
IFTY years ago the first shipment of 

Fe wrens came out of Western Canada. 
There had been a crop failure in the 
East and a famine in seed wheat. It was 
known that a few hardy pioneers were 
growing wheat in the Western wilderness, 
so L. G. Steele, who afterwards became a 
prominent seed merchant,. set out on @ 
scouting expedition. He traveled from To- 
ronto to Duluth by boat, thence by rail and 
steamer, and did the last 150 miles to old 
Fort Garry, now Winnipeg, by lumber wagon 

in 30 hours. 

He managed to scrape together 857 bush- 
els of wheat, which was sent out on Red 
River boats to rail head in the United States, 
and thence east. 

Last month the anniversary of the event 
was celebrated in Winnipez by a banquet 
attended by public men and by some of the 
ploneers who grew the first exportable sur- 
plus of wheat—-which was also the last for 
many years following. 

Western Canada’s wheat is one of the 
great resources of modern world economics. 
Instead of 857 bushels it now contributes 
each year to the world’s larder some 300.,- 
000,000 or 400,000,000 bushels. Compara- 
tively a handful of people produce it, so that 
its exportable surplus dominates all] the 
grain exchanges. 


Its ramifications include a thousand grain 
elevators, two transcontinental railroad sys- 
tems, the tonnage of the great monolithic 
storage bins at Port Arthur, Buffalo, Mont- 
real, Vancouver, Liverpool, Hongkong, 
Hambure and a score of other ocean ports. 


But the real romance of Canada's wheat 
is the story of a single grain—a stray grain 
of Galician spring wheat which nearly a 
hundred years ago found its way into a Dan- 
zig cargo boat on the Baltic Sea. 


In 1842 David Fife, an Ontario farmer, 
received a pocketful of seed wheat from a 
friend in Glasgow who had obtained it from 
the Danzig wheat boat. Fife got it in the 
spring, but not knowing whether it was 
winter or spring wheat, he planted only half 
of tt in the spring. It was really winter 
wheat, so did not mature. But one stalk, 
different from the rest, bore three grains 
which ripened. 


Fife saved the three grains and planted 
them the next spring, and the following year 
he had enough grains to plant a small patch. 


This wheat was something new to Fife. 
The grains were big and hard, and the yield 
prolific. It was superior to anything that 
had been seen in Canada, so every graip was 
carefully preserved, and, as the stock grew, 
small supplies were distributed among 
neighbors. 


This was the beginning of ‘‘Red Fife’ 
wheat. An issue of the Country Gentleman 
in 1860 contains a letter from a Wisconsin 
farmer extolling the merits of wheat he had 
obtained from a faiiner named Fife in Can- 
ada West—-the name of Ontario at that time. 
“Red Fife’’ eventually became the standard 
wheat all over North America. 

Researches many years later demonstrated 
that David Fife’s single grain must have 
been a variety of Galician spring wheat, 
which in some manner had found its way 
into the hold of the Danzig cargo boat, hun- 
dreds of miles away. 

But there is a second romance in the eu- 
genies of Canadian wheat production. 

Red Fife, for all ita admirable qualities, 
was slow in maturing. Heavy losses were 
suffered from early frosts in Canada, though 
in the Bofter-climed United States Red Fife 
had few critics. In 1886 Doctor William 
Saunders, the first Dominion cerealist, be- 
gan experiments to find a breed of wheat 
which would embrace all the good qualities 
of Red Fife but would mature in shorter 
time. Associated with him were his two 
sons. Grain was imported from al) the 
world. From Russia, the Ukraine, the 
Crimea, from India, the slopes of the Him- 
Alayas, from Australia and from the United 
States. Countless experiments in cross-fer- 
tilization were made and a great variety 


of new plants were developed in that way. 


Finally, a cross between Red Fife and 
Hard Red Calcutta, an Indian wheat, 
seemed to promise results. By 1904 Doctor 
Charles B. Saunders, who had succeeded his 
father as cerealist, had 12 plants of a new 
variety which he called Marquis wheat. Such 
was the modest beginning. 


In the fall of 1994 all the Marquis wheat 
there was in the world was stored in a paper 
envelope. In 1914 its production taxed the 
elevator capacity of the country. In 1926 
the production of Marquis wheat through- 
out Canada and the Northern United States 
runs inte hundreds of mifiions of bushels. 


Marquis has been an amazing success. 
Damage by frost, at one time a nightmare, 
is rarely heard of nowadays. Moreover, the 
northerly limit of wheat-growing area has 
been pushed back hundreds of miles. 


Canadian cerealists are not yet finished. 
In the last few years they have developed 
a new variety of wheat, known as Garnet, 
which matures even earlier than Marquis 
and is said to be proof against rust, the 
great remaining bugbear of wheat farmers. 
But Garnet is said to be not quite so su- 
perior in quality as Marquis, which yields, 
as No. 1 Northern, the finest wheat in the 
world, and remains undisturbed queen of 
the wheat fields.
